Veterans day is a federal holiday that falls on November 11th every year. 
The holiday itself had its roots at the end of World War 1 when combat 
operations ended at 11:11 on November 11th, 1918. The United States 
adopted the holiday originally under President Wilson as Armistice Day. 
The day was a celebration of veterans who served during World War 1. 

It wasn't until the end of World War 2 that President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
changed the name of the holiday to Veterans Day under the Veterans Day 
Proclamation. The Uniform Holiday Bill of 1968 would have Veterans Day, 
among other American holidays, be celebrated on Mondays, giving citizens 
three day weekends with hopes that it would motivate them. Veterans day 
under the bill would be celebrated on October 25th but changed under 
President Gerald Ford to coincide with the original date of November 11th 
in which it is still celebrated today.
